Combined Birthday Party 



Mm. W. S. Thompson, Willow 
Beach, recently received an Interest- 
ing letter from her son, Warrant 
Officer Wra. Thompson, a prisoner 
of war in Germany. 

W.O, Thompson has been a pris- 
oner of war since September, 1W2. 
His plane crashed over Munich 
and four of the seven airmen were 
killed. W.O. Thompson was on air 
gunner. He received his promotion 
from sergeant since being taken 
prisoner. The letter follows; 

"Well, tomorrow I shall be S2& 
However, I have alicady had my 
birthday party. You see, I am In 
a combine of six chaps. We pool 
our food and eat together. As four 
of these fellows also had birthday* 
In June and average was taken and 
In June an average was tafcen and 
"We had one largo cake (good, 
too) made from crushed biscuits 
and powdered milk, also some muf- 
fins and two pies'flllcd with apples 
{dehydrated i, out of a parcel from 
Canada one of the chap* received. 
We had been saving food for this 
for weeks so wcro able to make 
Icing for the cake and whip cream, 
made from Red Cross powdered 
milk, for the plea. 

"Bo you can sec wc had a good old- 
fashioned feast. In fact wc nearly 
mado ourselves III. My leg Is com- 
ing along swell. X can even run a 
little now. No noticeable limp when 
walking at all now. Kvcryone 
hopes to bo home by Christmas."

The latest methods of testing 
for tuberculosis, known as the 
patch test, will be used; Dr. 
Wesley declared. Method of the 
test as explained by Dr. Wesley, 
follows: a piece of ordinary 
filter paper is saturated with 
diluted tuberculin and bound to 
the forearm or upper part of the 
spine by adhesive tape. The 
patch is kept in place for 48 
hours and then removed for a 
later reading by Dr. Wesley.

Plane Hit Over Reich 

Crash Lands In U.K.

Fit. Sgt. D. Eugene Burrows tells 
of a thrilling experience he had 
while on a recent bombing mission. 
Fit. Sgt. Burrows Is an air gunner 
and was over a target In France 
when flak from enemy guns punc- 
tured two petrol tanks of his plane 
and left them short of gasoline. 
After a harrowing trip the plane 
reached England and crash landed. 

Fit. Sgt. Burrows lived on Pem^ 
son St. In Newmarket with his 
grandmother and his aunt. Miss 
Sadie Burrows. He Joined the air 
force in April. 1M3, receiving his 
wing as an air gunner at Mont 
Joli, Que., in November. He arrived 
In England just before Christmas 
the same year. His father, Fit. 
Sgt, E. G. Burrows. Is stationed at 
Centralis. Ont 

"Wo had a bit of a thrilling ex- 
perience a few days ago over 
France." Fit. Sgt. Burrows writes. 
"While over our target we were 
nit by flak and two of our wing 
petrol tanks were holed. As a re- 
sult we lost* three-quarters of our 
entire petrol load with our home- 
ward Journey In front of us. As we 
left the enemy coast we had about 
20 minutes flying time as near as 
could be calculated. In order to 
save petrol the skipper feathered 
two of our engines and stuck the 
nose down to gain speed. 

"The navigator's figures were 
E.T.A. (estimated time of Arrival) 
English coast. 30 minutes.' Ditch- 
ing In the sea seemed Imminent so 
the wireless operator was bnBhlng 
out S-O.S.'s. Charlie (yours truly) 
was getting prepared for a swim In 
the channel. Axe In hand and Mae 
West fully inflated, we made our 
way to the crash positions and we 
had no sooner got settled when the 
skipper ahoutcd, "Thero eho ,1s 
fellows— the English coast, thank 
CJori." Wo were all pretty happy 
but then again there was the land- 
ing and as wo woro at only 700 
feet and the petrol gauges were 
reading zero wo soon quietened 
down and started looking for a 
drome to land on. 

"Wc finally saw one and mado our 
approach to land. Just before wo 
touched our remaining two engines 
cut and wo did a sort of bouncing 
act nit tho runway, buckling the 
undercart and losing the tail wheel. 
After the bouncing stopped we 
crawled out and watched while they 
moved tho kite off tho runway and 
then to tho mesa for 'eggs and 
bacon. 9 A memory which Is left 
embedded In our minds, but also 
ono about which wo don't talk 
amongst ourselves."

"So wo will have to wold 
excess spending, keep wartime con^ 
trols against inflation a little longet 
ami do all wc can to aid the gov- 
ernment In maintaining a stable 
peace. 

"I bat© to think what will 
happen If tho men now overseas. 
trained to kill, quickly and silently, 
come back to a depression that 
puts them six years in the gutter. 
Those men won't like beinj? out of 
work. 

"An equally pressing responsibil- 
ity Is the social rehabilitation of 
service men and women," said Dr. 
nosers. "1 mean the Individual' 
coses which are your Individual 
rcsponslbllity. ,, 

Dr. Rogers cited as an example 
of the problems to bo met, the 
statement of a young filer home on 
ioavo and who was shortly return- 
ing to England. "He said he would 
be glad to go back. He said he did- 
n't feel at homo In Canada. 'No 
ono understands us here. They 
don't realise what we have- been 
through. They understand us In 
England, though. Perhaps It is 
because England has been bombed 
and tho English know what It 
means.* 

"It will be like that with most. 
returned men* Dr. Rogers stated. 
"It will require more than sym- 
pathy. It will require deep under- 
standing and sacrifice on our part, 
to make those returned men feel 
at home. They will be restless.. 
They will have known In four years' 
experiences what wo will never 
know In a lifetime." 

Dr. Rogers also recalled the words 
of Section Officer Mary Clark, who 
Is with the recreation branch of 
the air force. He quoted 8.O. 
Clark as saying that tho things 
which will be most missed by re- 
turned men and women will bo the 
opportunity for recreation. *']f 
they can't get the recreation tbey 
are used to, they will go whero they 
can get It,' 1 he said. 

Dr. Rogers quoted figures show* 
tng the Increase In juvenile delin- 
quency since the beginning of the 
war and as a solution to tho prob- 
lem urged that more attention be 
paid to community sports and re- 
creation. 

"I bellovo In the three funda- 
mentals, tho home, the school and 
tho church," said I)r. Rogors, "but 
there must be a change In view 
about their functions. They must 
be brought into tho greater circle 
of the community. The three must 
bo linked togethor In tho commun- 
ity. 

"Tho citlxens of a small commun- 
ity cannot plan for tho nation but 
thoy can plan for their own com* 
mun!ty. M 

Dr. Rogers Is prominent in social 
services. He Is a lecturer In psy- 
chology for tho University of Tor- 
onto and Is exccutlvo director of 
tho Rig Ilrother Movement and 
holds numerous cthor posts. 

Ho was thanked by Dr. C. K. 
VanderVoort who said that In all 
his years as a member of tho Lions 
club ho had never heard such n 
striking speaker. He was heartily 
applauded. 

Mayor Dr. I*. W. Dates, who was 
guest of the cluh, spoke after Dr. 
Rogers. Heartily endorsing Dr. 
Rogers* emphasis on the need for 
community spirit, Mayor Dales de- 
clared that in the case of tho arena, 
thero was an opportunity to do 
community good. 

"Forget tho taxes, forget tho cost. 

Think only of the good a town 
arena would accomplish," Dr. Dales 
declared. "Let's be able to glvo the 
arena to the boys who return In- 
stead of seeing It torn down or sold 
m a storehouse for farm products."

TWO REASONS FOR TOWN 
ARENA 

. In 1942, there was an increase in juvenile 
delinquency of 54 percent over 1933. In 1943, 
there was an increase of 30 percent over 1939. 
By juvenile is meant children under 16 years. 
By delinquency is meant indictable offences. 

In 1M2 and 1943, the increase in delinquency 
of children 12 years and under was more than 
100 percent over 1939. In the past year, nearly 
every large city in Canada has had a homicide 

by a juvenile. 

The above statistics, applicable to Canada, 
were given by Dr. Kenneth Rogers who has been 
attached to the clinic of Toronto juvenile court 
in the capacity of a psychologist. 

Organized sports and recreation is the surest 
curb on juvenile delinquency. The purchase of 
the arena is a necessary step towards instituting 

such a program. 

A second point, equally to be amphasized, is 
the provision of recreational facilities for return- 
ing servicemen. The government is spending 
millions annually on sports and recreation for 
servicemen and women. A good example is the 
amount of sport carried on at No. 23. 

When the armed forces are demobilized, the 
sport and recreation habit is going to persist. If 
Newmarket can't give veterans the things they 
want, they'll go elsewhere. 

A community-owned arena is most important 
in meeting the needs of veterans. 



A FORWARD STEP 

For those who find equalization of assessments 
and kindred subjects on the level of the riddle 
of the sphinx, news that Queen's University, 
Kingston, is inaugurating an Institute of Local 
Government will be most welcome. 

The Institute of Local Government is primarily 
a research body charged with collection . and 
documentation of facts and figures concerning 
the operation of local governments. There is at 
present little information on the subject and such 
as there is, is beyond the reach of the ordinary 

citizen. 

Publication of comparative information will do 
a great deal towards stimulating interest in local 
government. A clearer understanding of the 
responsibilities of local government, such as the 
Institute hopes to encourage, will benefit any 
community. # * 

The local government is the bed rock of our 
democratic institutions. Yet, it is consistently 
given to a back place in our affairs. Unless 
interest in local government is nourished, we are 
in danger of losing the meaning of democracy.

CHANGING ALLEGIANCE 

(The Free Press Herald, Midland) 
Senator Kenneth McKcllar of the United 
States, who is sponsor of a resolution seeking 
acquisition by the U.S.A. of Bermuda and the 
British West Indies, has a lot to learn. So havo 
Jiavc some other Americans. 

When it was suggested to Senator McKcllar 
that the residents of those British Islands might 
object to changing their citizenship the senator 
was surprised. It had never occurred to him 
that they might object to becoming part of tho 
United States. He thought "they would be 

glad." 

There are some of his fellow countrymen who 
cannot understand why Canadians prefer to have 
their country a member of the British Common- 
wealth of Nations rather than merging their 
fortunes with tho United States. Isn't the United 
States the greatest country in all the world, and 
why shouldn't Canadians want to be Americans 
if it were not that tho British won't let them? 

Such Ignorance of national feeling is laughable 
as well as pitiable. There is no more desire on 
the part of tho Canadian people to become part 
of the American republic than there Is in the 
United States for that country to reverse tho 
verdict of 1776 and again become a part of the 
British dominions. Tlio senator would probably 
be very indignant were some Canadian parlia- 
mentarian to introduce a resiutlon asking for

•Canada. Geographically they really belong to 
>us. It would be just as sensible to expect the 
Americans to bo glad of tho opportunity to bo 
annexed to Canada as to expect tho Bcrmudans 
end West Indians to rejoice in the chance to 
change allegiance. •

In telephoned messages to The Statesman dur- 
ing the past week farmers were again rightly up 
in arms concerning present conditions in the 
marketing of livestock for slaughter in the pack- 
ing plants. There was no market, no quotations, 
and the carry-over at the stockyards was almost 
unprecedented. In the situation it was stated 
that the farmers stood to lose both ways. In a 
glutted market he would have to take a lowered 
price or in the alternative keep finished stock at 
home until conditions permitted favorable ship- 
ment. The feeling was that it was the same old 
"runaround- meted out to farmers but upon the 
cause of which, as usual they were unable to put 

their finger- 
In a press release both government and pack- 
ers blame the condition on shortage of men to 
operate the packing plants and to meet this al- 
leged emergency, overworked farmers them- 
selves are called upon to remedy the situation. 

In advertisements and bulletins they arc urged 
to spend the fall and winter working in the pack- 
ing plants. The official appeal states; "There is 
no other source of manpower that can produce 
the required number of men. Selective service 
will give information, provide transportation and 
place applicants in plants. Farmers should thus 
protect their own interests by taking this em- 
ployment at good hourly wages." 

Both the explanation and solution is as simple 
as that. There was no reference whatever to the 
75,000 Zombies daily eating the farmers' beef in 
home-front security and comfort. There was rio 
talk about the farmer protecting the "interests" 
of the packer or the government; he would be 
protecting only his own interests. With the 
stockyards taken over at Toronto, with meat 
rationing in the U.S.A. and the border closed, 
with retail steaks still around 48 cents per pound, 
and the Zombies not called to help in the plants, 
the farmer is all at sea in this senseless, in- 
competent, unnecessary rigamarole that finds 
Him constantly taking the beating. His protest 
will be expressed at the ballot box. 

PLANNED ECONOMY CALLS FOR 
DICTATORSHIP

Sugar is going to be short in 1945. The U.S., 
British and Canadian governments all agree on 
that, but they do not agree on how to meet the 

situation. 

The British 3nd the Canadians want to meet it 
by clamping on severe restrictions now. Wash- 
ington does not like this idea. 

The 'point is that Britain has not an election 
coming up, and Canada, with an election coming 
up, still figures that the public would not resent 
more restrictions on sugar, regarding them as 
unavoidable. The public of the U.S., it is sup- 
posed at Washington, is likely to resent further 
restrictions on sugar, with an election coming up. 

This is the story as we get it from a. very

The plain fact b 
that a planned economy is possible under a 
dictatorship, but not in any other form of 
society.

We hear In this war of the num- 
ber of boys here and elsewhere who 
were rejected as unfit for service 
because of malnutrition or some 
of the aftermaths of malnutrition. 
And the cause? As far as human 
eye can sec it was the result of the 
depression which followed our 
spending spree. No expectant 
mother, baby or growing child 
could have o chance for health on 
the relief granted those In dire need. 

t remember Miss Glbbs of a Tor- 
onto newspaper telling of her ex- 
periences when she lived for a week 
with a family on relief. The in- 
adequate food, inadequate heating, 
poor ventilation because the family 
must conserve what heat there was. 
the tragedy of the sons who could 
find no work, of the father haunt- 
ing work places and coming 
home at night exhausted and 
beaten— all this in a country 
where elevators and granerics were 
overflowing with wheat. 

And look at our education at that 



time! Teachers who had worked for 
ihelr chance to teach were paid sal- 
aries' that makes one blush to think 
of. Out of this they had to pay 
board, dress decently and give to 
things— Givo! — when asked. 

The churches opened their doors 
to the homeless men who prowled 
the streets like outcasts, but It 
seems to me it has taken this war 
with its horrors to bring out the 
latent strength, heroism and 
Christtikcncss of the church. I was 
reading an article which said that 
Einstein had never believed In the 
church but when he saw that the 
universities, the newspapers and 
every other source from which, in 
Germany, opposition might come, 
had failed and that the church 
alone stood out against Hitler he 
reconsidered his verdict. 

They say everything will be 
different this time after the war. 
But will it? More people have more 
money than ever before In Cannda. 
Are these people going to build up 
their lives and the life of the nation 
with it, or is it going to all go in 
a wild orgy of spending? We are 
being warned how rather cautious- 
ly,, it's true, that, unlike previous 
belief, then* will be a drop In wages 
and employment when the war 
ends and the shifting from wartime 
to peacetime production begins. 

Have we learned our lesson? 
Will our money saved in wartime 
be used to keep up the high stand- 
ards of education, the work of the 
Red Cross, the U.N.R.ic.A.. the work 
of the churches at home and abroad 
or will it all go as it came— quickly? 
And Canada— great, beautiful Can- 
ada—we have the chance as never 
before to make her name glorious 
among the nations as a God-fearing, 
working. GIVING land, a haven 
for the persecuted, a home for those 
who deserve a home.

Ktlltor, Tlie Newmarket Rrn nnd 
Express: It has boon with consider- 
able pleasure that I have read tho 
numerous Impressions and. exper- 
iences of Newmarket hoys In this 
theatre of operations and In Italy. 
The war, of course, presents a diff- 
erent pfcture to each of us, depend- 
ing "upon the role we play. Some 
have borne the strain of continuous 
fighting while other have had the 
dangers of battle summed up In a 
few dreadful moments. There 
seems 1 to be, however, one thought 
in common from those on both 
fronts and that is the fact that 
Canadians have upheld and added 
to the traditions of a great countryv 

You can notice it in their bearing 
and their talk and not without 
justification. 

In view of the fact that this part 

of France must be very familiar to 

the veterans, I shall not enter Into 
any description of it except on one 
point and that is the remarkable 
similarity of certain parts of 
France to Quebec along the lower 
St. Lawrence River. The same 
well-tilled farms, small villages 
clustered about their stcepled 
churches and children playing in 
the streets. There is a difference, 
however, in that most of these 
towns nnd villages have been 
scarred by recent fighting and it is 
not an uncommon sight to sec the 
F.FJ. round up collaborationists to 
be punished In public. Otherwise 
the routine of these places Is 
much the same as 25 years ago. 

I would like to add a word of 
praise for the splendid staff work 
The Newmarket Era and Express 
have done In keeping trick of so 
many of the Newmarket, men and 
women in the services.

It contains much useful 
advice and information regarding 
the steps being taken for the re- 
habilitation of those in uniform. 
It covers such important sub- 
jects as discharge procedure, re- 
instatement in former job, rate 
of grants during post discharge 
re-estabfishment, vocational 
training, university education, 
pensions, treatments, veterans' 
land act; in fact everything per- 
taining . to the re-establishment 
of our service personnel. 

A careful study of this little 
book would help our fighting 
men take the widest possible ad- 
vantage of the facilities which 
have been made available .to 
them. -Much can * be done 
through government legislation 
but much more can be done by 
the service people themselves by 
utilizing some of their spare time 
in thinking and planning for the 
future. 

Even if he has a job to return 
to, he may find it profitable to 
read books on his trade or pro- 
fession, take one of tho corres- 
pondence courses,* or attend 
lectures and discussions on post- 
war affairs. He can obtain all 
these services free during de- 
mobilization. As a veteran of 
World War I, I recommend this 
little booklet, Back to Civil Life. 
Its careful study may mean 
much to the future of our gal- 
lant fighting men.

in tlje twenties the ace goal- 
tender for the Newmarket Redrnen 
was a fair-haired kid, Oolboroa 
Ames, who, because his father wks 
a physician, was called "Doc" by 
the fans. He came on the scene 
when Newmarket teams were just 
beginning- to attract province-wide 
attention and battled it out with 
Reg. Corbett, now taking part in the 
Italian campaign, for the regular 
position. Ames eventually won out 
and while not a spectacular per- 
former was always reliable and his 
temperament suited the dressing 
room harmony. 

After a stretch at Toronto Univer- 
sity he headed north to Kirkland 
Lake for a Job with one of the big 
mining firms, hockey honors not 
being any detriment to a good job 
In those days. Politics was a sub- 
ject that was prominent in the 
Ames household, the late Dr. C fe. 
Ames espousing the Tories, temp- 
erance and other candidates during 
his North York career so that "Doc" 
had a natural bend for public life. 
He became a member of the Kirk- 
land Lake council, prominent in 
labor organizations, and took a 
leading role in the strike days up 
north. He was one of the few to 
withstand concerned action by the 
rival forces and retain his councJl 
seat. Now he has been drafted for 
a more Important role and is the 
C.C.F. candidate for the House of 
Commons for Tcmiskamlng riding. 
The district has always been good 
fighting grounds for all parties, the 
C.C.F. holding tho provincial seat 
and the •Liberals the federal one, 
so Ames has a fight on his hands 
and Is doing a great campaigning 
job from what we hear from those 
on the scene.

Following is a list of do's and 
donTs from the post office de- 
partment for sending parcels 
overseas: 

Each parcel should be care- 
fullv packed in corrugated 
shocK proof containers, the con- 
tents compact so that they will 
not shake loose and break out of 
the package. Then the parcels 
should be wrapped in several 
layers of wrapping paper; and 
securely tied with strong twine. 

On no account should shoe 
boxes be used as containers — 
they easily crush and break. 

Avoid using fancy colored 
Christmas paper as an outside 
wrapper, or colored ribbon to 

tie. 

For added security parcels 
may be sewn in strong cotton or 
similar fabric 

Any substance likely to leak, 
spread and damage the mails, if 
sent at all, must be enclosed in 
sealed metal containers, sur- 



rounded with absorbent material 
In corrugated cardboard and' 
securely wrapped and tied 

Fresh fruits grapes, pears, 
etc, or other items likely to 
spoil are not acceptable. 

Dq not mail glass jars or 
bottles. 

The mailing of matches, safety 
matches, lighter fluid or any 
other inflammable substance & 
prohibited by law, 

A completed customs declara- 
tion should be attached to each 
parcel. 

Alt mail should be fully and 
clearly addressed in ink, with- 
out misleading abbreviations. 
Place a return address on the 
cover of each parcel and also a 
slip among the contents giving 

the name and addreaa of the 
sender and the complete armed 
forces address that appears on 

the parcel.. Prepay all mail cor* 
rectly. Do not write to a mem- 
ber of the armed forces overseas 
that gifts are being sent, until 
actually mailed.

THE WARTIME PRICES AND TRADE HOARD 
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MAGISTRATE'S COURT 

Dog Complicates Police 
Chase of Two Suspects 



{Sept. 15) 

An amusing incident was re- 
lated in magistrate's court on 
Friday by Provincial Constable 
Howard Jackman. Ho was testi- 
fying In the charge of "joy-rid- 
ing" against two Camp Borden 
soldiers, Ptes. James Rowo and 
George A. Carlyie. The accused 
men had pleaded guilty to tak- 
ing a car belonging to William 
Proctor of Aurora. 

The officer stated that on 
Sept. 8, be chased a car driven 
by Pte. Howe which was going 
south on Yonge St. He said ho 
followed the other car as it turn- 
on to a side road, and a short 
time later, skidded into a ditch. 

"Carlyie and Rowo got out of 

the car and started to run," 
stated Constable Jnckmnn. 
'They leaped over n picket fence 
and across n field. I ran after 
them. A big black dog chased 
the two accused to another fence 
and then the dog chased me. 
After I l>ecame acquainted with 
the dog I continued my chose of 
the accused men." 

The officer stated that he and 
another man caught the youths 
and brought them back to No. 
12 police station. 

"With the permission of the 
court I might say something on 
behalf o^ the two boys. Carlylo 
struck me as being a decent 
chap. Ife was polite and nice. 
Rowo had boon drinking. He 
seemed decent enough. He took 
nH the responsibility of the nf» 
fair. Outside of running away 
like two children they dfdnH 
seem bad. Both boys ore on 
leave." 

His worship, on the recom- 
mendation of the crown, sen- 
tenced them to seven days In 
jail dating back from the time 
of their arrest a week ago, 

"It is only at the suggestion of 
the crown that you ore getting 
such a light sentence," Magis- 
trate K. A. Cameron told the 
youths. 

Four defendants charged with 
illegal possession of liquor were 
found guilty and fined $10 and 
costs. 

Charles Tmdeau, Russelhill 
Road, Toronto, pleaded guilty to 
having four pints of alo In his 
car nt Mosslngton Park, Lake 
Slmcoe, on Aug. 27. 

Constable Qcorgo Ftoster told 
his worship that ho was patrol- 
ling tho park at about 12.25 a.nu 
when he noticed tho trunk of 
accused's car open. Investiga- 
ting ho found a watering can 
full of Ice, a case of beer and 
four pint bottles. 

William Rutherford, Toronto, 
also pleaded guilty to iltegol 
possession of liquor. 

Constable Poster told his wor- 
ship how on the evening of Sept. 
8, while driving on Heatho Road 

ficar Mosslngton Park, tho de- 
fendant and another man, who 
were standing on the road with 
bottles of beer in their hands, 
fllgnnllcd him for n rtdo. Hho of- 
ficer stated that Mr, Rutherford 
admitted ownership of the beer. 
James Hart, Toronto, was 

found guilty of having seven I 
pints of beer In hU csr in Whlt-| 



In the case of John Do Soto, 
Toronto, also found guilty of 
illegal possession of liquor, 
County Constable William Hill 
testified that he had been driv- 
ing his car from Sutton to Jack- 
Son's Point when he noticed the 
defendant standing at the side of 
the road with a bottle of liquor 
in his hand. 

Constable Alex. McCallum told 
his worship that the defendant's 
car had been in a head on col- 
lision with another car two 
miles south of* Keswick. 

Pound guilty to a charge of beat- 
ing his wife, a King township man 
was sentenced to two months In 
jail. Defence counsel. Louis Rax- 
len. advised hi* worship that the 
tatter's wife, who laid the charge, 
wished to have it withdrawn. Mag- 
istrate Cameron, however, would 
not consent to the withdrawal. 

"I hesitate to take the responsi- 
bility that a more serious incident 
will arise out of this If it is let 
go." stated the crown. 

Constable Aubrey Kleury told his 
worship that on "the evening of 
Sept. 9 he went to the accused's 
home where he found accused's 
wife severely beaten about the head 
and face. 

"I went hack to the car," stated 
the officer. "Accused kept say* 
tog that he was going to kill 
his son. He had been drinking, his 
language was profane and bo want- 
ed to fight, Ho said that he would 
kill them if he got out of tlie car." 

The 15*yenr-ol<t daughter of the 
defendant told his worship how her 
father struck her mother with n 
stick and kicked her about the 
body. She said that she, her broth- 
er, her sister and her mother had 
lo hide In the hush from her father. 

In bis defence accused ad- 
mitted that he had beaten his wife 
when ho had drunk "quite .a few 
beers." He pleaded that he intend- 
ed to live In Toronto apart from his 



family and leave the farm to his 
wife. He admitted being convicted 
on a similar charge last spring. 

'The root of this is an insane 
jealousy on the part of the hus- 
band." explained the crown. /There 
exists in the mind of the defend- 
ant a belief that his wife Is un- 
faithful. The matter was looked 
into last spring and apparently 
there is no basis for this belief." 

"This type of thing is entirely 
too common/* commented Magis- 
trate Cameron. "Men must realize 
that it cannot be done. In this 
case it Is fortunate that accused 
is not facing a more serious crime. 
I had a case come before me not 
ionjr ago, similar to this, where the 
man was charged with manslaught- 
er." 

"There can be no doubt as lo the 
guilt of accused," commented Mag- 
istrate Cameron when imposing 
sentence of 30 days in Jail on a 

second King township man who had 
pleaded not guilty to a charge of 

assaulting a female. "It Is about 

as brutal an assault as I've listened 
to in some time. There is no ex- 
cuse for this sort of thing. As I 
said before this thing occurs too 
often. Xf a man has to learn in 
the hard way to keep his hands off 
o woman then that is how he wl)l 
have to learn. There Is no reason 
for the accused hitting a female. 
A witness for tho crown testified 
that defendant came to her moth- 
er's home in King at 2.15 a.m. on 
Aug. 3 and beat her, her mother, 
another woman and her sister with 
the handle of a shovel. In answer 
tr> Inquiries of the crown she stat- 
ed that the defendant was sober nt 
the time. 

Dr. C. Rose of Aurora told his 
worship that he had attended the 
witness at about 4 a.m. on Aug. 3 
and found that she had two cut"v 
on her head, one of which needed 
four stitches and the other two 
stitches to close. She has a black 
eye, bruises on her back and arms 
and was in a highly nervous state. 

The sister of the witness said 
that she was the common law wife 
of the defendant and that on the 
day of the assualt she had taken 
the children with her-to her moth- 
er's home. She said that she had 
left defendant's home because he 
had ordered her to leave. 

Defendant told his worship that 
on the day of the alleged assault his 
common law wife hud gono to her 
mother's home with the children 
and had failed to return to get his 
supper. He said that the family 
did not agree with them living to- 
gether and interfered. He admitted 
pushing tho witness aside but 
denied striking her. Ho stated that I 
the witness and his common law I 



wife had hit him with the &oj 
handle. Defendant said he hf 
never been convicted in court 
fore.

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Mrs. W. H. Bell: "Lacking any 
community centre as we do now, 
it seems to me that the acquir- 
ing of a community rink, prop- 
erly managed, might bring about 
the birth of a healthy commun- 
ity spirit— a thing that is needed 
in every town." 



R. C. Morrison: "To my 
knowledge, our arena is the 
only building in our midst that 
is built exclusively for recrea- 
tion. An organized recreation 
centre such as the Newmarket 
arena is of tremendous value in 
the conducting of our youth in 
organized sport and healthful 
physical development. Our 
rink is but one stepping stone 
toward a well-balanced prograr* 
of youth-training that we must 
plan for now, and put into effect 
after the war is won. To vote 
against this enterprise would, be 
depriving our youth, our war 
veterans and our children of the 
honest birthright that our great 
dominion has to offer— health 
and training of mind and body. 

"We will pledge to support 
this coming plebiscite 100 per- 
cent and sincerely hope that 
these few v/ords can be of some 
influence to the citizens of New- 
market." 



A. N. Bclugin: "It was one 
frosty winter night 16 years ago 
(the year I came to Canada) 
that a newly acquired friend of 
mine offered to show me Can- 
ada's premier winter sport. He 
took me to Newmarket arena to 
see my first junior O.H.A. game. 
And what a game it was. It 
made mo a hockey addict over 
night. 

"In between breath-taking 
periods, I looked over the arena 
and said to myself: No wonder 
these Canadians are proud of 
their standard of living; look at 
this magnificent building, and 
all of it in a town of only 3,400 
population. 

"Years have gone by. I have 
seen great carnivals in Newmar- 
ket arena; I have listened to 
both immediate prime ministers 
feeling quite proud of our 
town, that it could accommodate 
such big crowds on nationally 
important occasions. I have had 
a lot of fun at the industrial 
hockey games with ihc tannery 
band at one end of the building 
and the Specialty noiscmakcrs 
at the other. And, above all, I 
have watched hundreds and 
hundreds of Newmarket kids, 
ranging from seven years of age 
and all the way up to 70, shuffl- 
ing along, enjoying one of the 
best winter exercises — skating. 

"I understand this arena 
would cost Newmarket $17,000 
or, over a period of eight years, 
less than one mill, half of which 
would be probably paid from 
the revenue derived from opera- 
tion, leaving less than a half 
mill or something like one 
dollar and ten cents per average 
taxpayer. 

"Surely Newmarket will not 
turn down this arena of ours 
and lose its identity as a Cana- 
dian town, or will It?" 



Mrs. J. C. R. Edwards: "I 
would not like to see Newmar- 
ket miss the opportunity of hav- 
ing a real recreation centre. 
Recreation is now recognized as 
a very definite part of education 
for citizenship. 

"I would like to sec the rink 
open one day a week to school 
children— the day divided into 
periods for various age groups 
so small children would not be 
intimidated by older children. 

"Anything this town can do to 
provide recreation will pay big 
dividends in the kind of citizens 
it produce*." 



George Haskctt: "It would bo 
exceedingly difficult to imagine 
the town of Newmarket with- 
out a hockey arena during the 
coming winter. Many towns 
throughout the province of On- 
tario are looking ahead into the 
future and are establishing 
aporta centres for the youth and 
this will be an opportunity for 
the people of Newmarket to help 
our town in this cause by voting 
to purchase the Newmarket 
arena. 

"During these difficult war 
and coming post-war years we 
should expand rather than de- 
crease the opportunities for the 
youngsters to get out and de- 
velop in sports. A municipally 
owned arena might not possibly 
pay big dividends in dollars and 
cents but should prove invalu- 
able as a recreation centre for 
the townspeople, young and old, 
during the winter months." 



Mrs. A- H. Woods: "Whether 
the price in dollars and cents 
asked for the arena is too high 
or too low, I do not know. 

"I do know we as a people are 

beginning to realize the value of 

recreation for old and young 
alike. Thinking of the young 

and teen-agers' recreation is im- 
portant because character is 
moulded in the play hours. 
Children are a trust given us for 
a short time. They are more 
important to us than anything 
else we possess. Let us have 
the arena and reap the dividend 
in healthy, happy living." 

Rudy Renzius: "What a beau- 
tiful recreation centre the town 
hall had been made into. Gym- 
nasium, locker rooms, showers, 
library, and reading rooms both 
for young ones and for the old. 
Small rooms for building model 
airplanes, weaving, collections 
and other hobbies. 

"A director of recreation, a 
real one. He learned his pro- 
fession when he W3S a physical 
instructor in the army. He had 
assistants, both volunteers and 
paid ones, all immensely inter- 
ested in what they were doing. 
Busy children, returned men 
making scale models, old grand- 
dad reading and having a oipe. 
What a town! Look at Widdi- 
field Park, a grand track, field 
and ball park with a field house. 

"Across the street, kids swim- 
ming, diving and canoeing in 
the dredged and cleansed Fairy 
Lake. The old people on the 
sand and grass beach, reading 
and resting. What a town! 

"Nowadays, so many people, 
working in Toronto, have moved 
to Newmarket, commuting daily. 
It must be a, grand place to skate 
and play hockey in the winter- 
time. Look at those rest and 
dressing rooms. 

"Too bad I woke up. I en- 
joyed spending the $17,000 in 
my dream of a bigger and better 
Newmarket where there was 
recreation, not only for the few 
hockey fans but also for that , 
bigger group of all ages who en- j 
joy doing many things, particu- 
larly the boys and girls who 
have been In the armed forces 
and have been used to the best 
in recreational facilities. Of 
course, I could go to sleep 
again." 



SERVICEMAN TELLS OF 
FIGHTING IN FRANCE 



The following Is a letter to Mrs. 
W. H. Wilrnot, Sharon, from Bde. 
E. G. Jeffery who Is serving In 
France. "Just a line to let you know 
that all is well. Z sincerely hope 

and trust that you and your fam- 
ily and a" the ladles of the Red 
Cross are in the very best of health. 
This Is one of fhe very few oppor- 
tunities that presents ftself to 

write, so you may rest assured 

that I shall avail myself of every" 
minute and endeavor, to try and 
catch up with all unanswered cor- 
respondence. 

"Today is rather a peculiar sort 
of day. Gunfire is at a minimum 
and it Js dark and dreary— just one 
of those days that life Is at Its 
darkest. But In a way it la wel- 
come for ft has at least settled the 
dust temporarily. The dust at times 
was terrible and we could easily 
have been mistaken for colored 
troop*, our faces and hands used to 
get so black. 

"Wc have travelled over a lot 
of country since I last wrote and 
to date appear to have made a 
rather successful job of keeping 
Jerry on the losing end. Of course, 
it hasn't all been fun. We haven't 
got off scot free by any means, 
but when the book Is balanced it 
turns out pretty well in our fav- 
or. 

"The class of men we are fight- 1 
Ing are rather a motley, gang. 
consisting of forced inhabitants of 

occupied countries* down to the 
much-hated S.S. men. The latter 

arc very stubborn and have to be 
almost annihilated before they give 
in. And then we have this Hitler 
youth who think that It's undying 
glory to fight for the Fuehrer. So 
the only thing wc can do Is to 
oblige them. The extent of their 
faith Is almost unbelievable. 

, "The French people we contact 
those days arc a little more friend- 
ly than the ones of two months 
ago. Of course, their homes have 
not been nearly us badly damaged, 
although at times we are forced to 
completely obliterate the occasional 
village or town In order »o destroy 
the hated Hun. This process of 
obliteration Is. to say the least. 
terrible. One minute you see a 
village, the next a charred mass of 
bomb craters and rubble. 

"God grant that the day will soon 
arrive when wc can cease all this 
terrible slaughter. Not that I pity 
the Germans, for I don't. But I do 
have pity for the poor, unfortunate 
Frenchmen who arc merely vic- 
tim* of circumstances. Germany 
deserves no pity. Had the people 
of the Keich so desired they would 

have overthrown Hitler and his 
cohorts long ago and saved millions 

of lives not to mention untold heart- 
aches and distress." 



It B. Gilroy: "I am definitely 
in favor of the purchasing of 
the local arena by the town of 
Newmarket.

day when the Hussars rode their 
tanks into a flaming German 
ambush near Norrcy en Bessln 
to smash a planned enemy 
counter attack of major propor- 
tions which, if it had succeeded 
would have endangered the 
whole Canadian position in the 
Caen-Baycux "King e" upon 
which the subsequent battle ot 
France so largely depended!' 

TTie Hussars had already won 
honors on the Normandy beach- 
head and "B M squadron of the 
unit, with the exception of a 
few crewmen, was wiped " out, 
tanks, officers and Personnel. 

The officer commanding and 
three other officers have recent- 
ly been awarded decorations, 
and observers from other units 
arc warm In their tribute to tho 
gallant Hussars. The men 
fought not only in tanks but 
hand to hand with the enemy, 
with all weapons being brought 
into play. All squadrons were 
engaged and regimental H.Q. 
suffered seriously in the action. 

Capt. O. G. Stoner of- London, 
second-in-command of C squad- 
ron, in a letter home says "it was 
there that tip until now (July 
20) most of our casualties were 
suffered." He says "It is inter- 
esting to note that the objective 
our regiment had set out to take 
was captured less than a week 
later by the British, but this 
time more than a full division 
went into tho push," 

The unit whose headquarters 
is in London, Ont., suffered 
heavy casualties nnd among Au- 
rora boys listed were Tpr. 
Douglas McKenzle, killed, Tpr. 
William Mugford and Sgt. Wm. 
Simmons, missing, Cpl. 1\>mmy 
Raoside, Tprs. Leonard Rotchell 
and Bert Dunham wounded.

"I received your most welcome 
clKarcttcs the other day and you 
can bo sure they really canto in 
handy as we were down to our 
In-st Canadian smokesr." writes Gnr.

"We get finglUlt cigarettes In our 
rations but I guess you fellow* 
know the difference between Eng- 
lish and Canadian smokes. 

"Things arc really looking a lot 
different than thoy did five years 
ago today.

Their equipment Is laying nil 
nlong the toad and In Home places 
we have to take to the fields to get 
past. The Jerries arc walking down 
tho roads and there fa nobody 
guarding them and thoy really 
look happy. 

•The last two weeks havo been 
the happiest I've been since I left 
Canada. It makes a fellow feel 
pretty good to see tho French nl! 
standing in tho streets singing and 
smiling. 3'ioni some of the stories 
we have heard things have been 
pretty tough for them. 

"Our crew Is pretty lucky na wo 
have a feltow that can speak French 
and ho Is a great holp. Two of us 
went to get some water from a 
farm house and thoy gave us some 
okr* and some fresh milk. If wo 
are lucky sometimes wo catch a 
stray cow nnd get somo milk, but 
latoly things havo been going the 
wrong way because tho people ara 
not moving out. So we slick to our 
rations. 

"The French people won't tako 
rnonoy for anything you get from 
them.

For those who think on terms 
of dividends, the arena could be 
made Into an all year round enter- 
prise, roller-skating, circus, boxing 
and wrestling shows, basketball, 
gymnastic classes and the endless 
sports activities that could be 
planned in one building and which 
would help to pay the loan in a 
few years. 

Newmarket is in the centre of 
the finest agriculture belt in Ont- 
ario and this arena could serve as 
a place for Indoor fairs, for Junior 
fanners and junior ladies to show 
their produce and handicrafts. 

If the vote should be negative it 
will be a black mark not only for 
the town but for tho surrounding 

district and especially for the 
younger generation*
